1 . Applicant's Amendments and Remarks filed 15 January 2010 have been entered and 
considered and are found convincing. No outstanding objections or rejection remain. 

2. Claims 1-17 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding the similar independent claims the prior art of record, alone or in combination, fails to 
fairly teach or suggest the limitations of estimating at each image point a probability measure 
(Fi) of a presence of a type of image feature of interest which can be an elongated anisotropic 
feature or a generally circular or spherical isotropic feature and generative adaptive filter kernels 
at each image point adapted to the type of the feature of interest, which adaptive filter kernels are 
controlled by the weighting control vector, as required by the independent claims. 

Comment on 35 USC § 101 

3. Independent claim 1 1 is a "process" claim and has been analyzed in light of the machine- 
or-transformation ("MOT") test elucidated in In re Bilski, 545 F.3d 943 USPQ2d 1385 f Fed. Cir. 
2008), cert granted 129 S.Ct. 2735 (2009) which requires a "process" under 35 U.S.C. § 101 to: 

(1) be tied-to a particular machine or structure , or 

(2) transform underlying subject matter (such as a particular article or material) to a 
different state or thing. 

Independent claim 1 1 is found to pass the machine branch of the MOT test because the critical 
claimed steps of "estimating," "determining" and "generating" necessarily require the use of a 
particular machine (e.g. a processor or equivalent). Therefore, claim 1 1 passes the MOT test.
